Do- 
minion Canners, Limited, is operating 
its jam factory at Hamilton at maxi- 
mum capacity, night as well as day 
shifts being employed. E. D. Smith & 
Sons, Limited, has increased the staff 
in its jam factory at Winona, Ont., 
and will have a record output this 


In the plant of Lindners, 
Limited, at Toronto, for example, 
where, under ordinary conditions, 


about forty-five hands are employed it 
is expected that night as well as day 
shifts will be employed for the next 
six or seven months, These condi- 
tions_are typical of those that cbtain 
thredjrout the entire industry.

Canada’s Productive Duty 
“Supposing every farmer in Canada 
were to enlarge his wheat production 
by putting five acres more under crop 
than he this year, the total pro- 
duction of wheat in this country would 
be increased by fifty million bushels. 
If each farmer were to sow ten acres 
more wheat, ‘the increase would be 
doubled. Surely it should be a simple 
matter to get every farmer in 
to enlarge his acreage by this sma 
amount. There may be a few wh 
could not do it, but this sck would be 
offset by the work of those who could 
easily add fifty or a hundred acres. 

“The only possible difficulty lies in 

the matter of finance, Some farmers 
may not be able to pay for the labor 
required to cultivate and seed down 
an extra ten acres. The work of a 
national commirsion and the yarious 
provincial committees should | be di- 
etn towards helping these particu- 
ar farmers. The financing of them 
would not be a serious problem nor 
an onerous undertaking. The amount 
of capital involved would be very 
small. ,. 
__ “This is he problem which is before 
the Canadian people, It is the pressing 
problem. It should be considered seri- 
ously and promptly. In Eastern Oan- 
ada the land must be preparec and 
seeded within six weeks. In Western 
Canada the land must be prepared for 
seeding within the same period. There 
is no time for deay.”

Sir Edward Clark’s Shorthand 

Many people ‘who have struggled 
with the mysteries of shorthand have 
reason to be grateful to Sir Edward 
Clarke, B.C., a former’ solicitor-gen- 
eral of England, who is retiring from 
the bar. 

Many years ago Sir Hdward Clarke, 
with memories of the shorthand 
learned in his school days, and of his 
own experiences as a reporter, de 
vised a system of stenography that 
had none of the maddening complt- 
cations of those generally in use. He 
found it so useiul in his own prac 
tice that he eventually revealed its 
secrets in a cheap book, and thereby 
earned the gratitude of many whe, 
like Charles Dickens, had learned te 
their sorrow what havoc might be 
worked by a misplaced dot. . 

Later, Sir Edward Clarke evolved 
a system of rapid writing that came 
between shorthand and longhand. He 
christened it “Swifthand;” it looked

000 men. While directing his valiant 
men he has found time to notify his 
representatives in this country that 
the credit of Belgium is unimpaired 
and that all wheat shippers may send 
their grain to Antwerp, with the guar- 
antee of the government that they will 
not only be paid in gold, but that all 
their war risks will be covered. 
Europe, last haven of “the divine 
right of kings,” in the Occidental 
world, has long glared impotently at 
Albert, King of Belgium. His casual 
democracy, his undoubted business 
ability and his manner of dealing with 
the Socialists. os that the Socialists, 
cursing most labor conditions, paused 
to praise their ruler, has worried them 
almost into prostration. The fact re- 
mains that he has brought the coun- 
try to a wonderful state of prosperity 
and the state railroads, under his di- 
rect supervision, have become a little 
more profitable tha any in this coun 


There are few things that this ac- 
complished king cannot do or hasn’t 
done. He fights, rides, swims, shoots, 
and engages in aviation, engineering 
and writing with equal facility. He 
was an ordinary newspaperman for 4 
Jong time, carrying a police card, vis- 
iting police’ stations and doing what 
would be known here as “ship news.”

The queen, his consort, is a, full 
fledged physician. She was | ‘lizabeth, 
daughter of the Duke Carl Theodore 
of Bavaria, the famous oculist. As 
the king is constantly seen about the 
piers of Antwerp, where he once gath- 
ered news for a newspaper, convers- 
ing with stevedores, so the queen evi- 
dences her democratic spirit by being 
seen working in the slums of Brussels. 
She has established hospitals in many 
plices in Belgium, and is head of an 
association of women who strive ‘vo 
ameliorate conditions under which 
hard working folk live. 

The king is an indefatigable work- 
er. He rises at 6 in the morning and 
rarely ever ceases work until 6 in the 
afternoon, As a mechanical engineer 
he has personally supervised the oper- 
ations of the great state railroads, in- 
staling American lounging cars and 
sleeping cars.
